Hair comparisons do not constitute a basis for 
absolute personal identification. 


Beige nylon carpet-type fibers were found (one each) 
in the Q3 debris and on the Q47 knit hat. These fibers exhibit 
the same microscopic characteristics as fibers comprising 
carpet samples submitted from the suspect’s Ford Bronco and, 
accordingly, could have originated from the Ford Bronco. 


Dark blue acrylic fibers microscopically like those 
found in the composition of the 047 knit hat were found in 
debris removed from the Q23 shirt (RONALD GOLDMAN). These 
fibers could have originated from the Q47 knit hat. 


Other textile fibers were found in debris removed 
from the victims/ clothing/crime scene items and glove 
recovered outside the O.J. SIMPSON residence. These fibers 
have been mounted on glass microscope slides for possible 
future comparisons.

Marche, Italy since January, 1990. The "U 2887" soles are compression 
molded unit soles produced exclusively by SILGA, who then sells them to 
various manufacturers for utilization on their shoes, Although this 
sole has been distributed to several footwear companies throughout 
Italy, information obtained to date has indicated that this sole was 
only sold on shoes in the United States on two styles of men’s 
BRUNI MAGLI shoes. Distribution of those BRUNI MAGLI shoes was ! 
Limited. ‘Photographs of the "U 2887! soles and the K35/K36 shoes and 
information regarding the distribution of the BRUNI MAGLI shoes has 
been furnished under separate cover to the Los Angeles Police 
Department and the Los Angeles Division of the FBI.

This report supplements the FBI Laboratory report to your 
office dated October 3, 1994. For a complete listing of specimens 
Qi through Q86 and Ki through K34, please refer to that report. 


It was determined that the footwear impressions depicted in 
the 048 through 077 photographs correspond with a sole design known 
as "U 2887" which has been produced by SILGA GOMMA S.R.L. of 
Civitanova Marche, Italy since January, 1990. The "U 2887" soles 
are compression molded unit soles produced exclusively by SILGA, 
who then selis them to various manufacturers for utilization on 
their shoes. Although this sole has been distributed to several 
footwear companies throughout Italy, information obtained to date 
has indicated that this sole was only sold on shoes in the United 
States on two styles of men’s BRUNI MAGLI shoes. Distribution of 
those BRUNI MAGLI shoes was limited. Photographs of the "U 2887" 
soles and the K35/K36 shoes and information regarding the 
distribution of the BRUNI MAGLI shoes has been furnished under 
separate cover to the Los Angeles Police Department and the Los 
Angeles Division of the FBI. Any additional information acquired 
by the laboratory regarding distribution of the "U 2887" soles on 
finished footwear will be furnished in a subsequent report. 


It was determined that the footwear impressions represented in 
the 048, Q51, 052, О54, 055, 060, 061, 068, 070, 071, 072, 074 and 
077 photographs correspond with the left European size 46 "0 2887" 
sole, K28, and it was determined that the footwear impressions 
represented in the 049, 053, 056, Q59, 062, 064, 065, 066, 073, апа 
075 photographs correspond with the right European size 46 "U 2887" 
sole, K29. The European size 46 soles, as represented by K28, 
K29, K33, and K34, are used on U.S. size 12 shoes, as reflected in 
the K35 item, and based on industry confirmation and sizing 
reference information. Shoes which are manufactured for sale in 
the United States but which are fitted with European size 46 "U 
2887" soles are sized and sold as U.S. size 12 shoes. 


In addition, the impressions represented in the Q50 and Q69 
photographs, although limited in detail, correspond with the size 
and contour of the right European size 46 sole. The impressions 
depicted in the Q57, Q58, Q63, Q67 and Q76 photographs have not 
retained sufficient detail to enable a detailed comparison with the 
"U 2887" soles. 


It was determined that the shoes depicted in the K32 
photographs are not identical to the K35/K36 BRUNI MAGLI shoes or 
the "U 2887" SILGA soles. 


On September 1, 1994 Item #33, a beige colored floor mat, was 
treated with luminol and photographed. Photographs of the luminol 
processing are described as Q100. Subsequent to that treatment, 
item #33 was treated with Leuco Crystal Violet. Photographs of the 
Leuco Crystal Violet processing are described as 0101. These 
procedures were utilized to enhance blood impressions on item #33. 
Examination of the impressions on item #33 and attempts to improve 
the visualization of those impressions is ongoing. Upon completion, 
the results will be provided in a subsequent report. 


Enlarged color photographic prints were made from the Q82 and 
Q83 negatives. Some of these prints were provided to the Armed 
Forces Institute of Pathology for to attempt to improve the 
visualization and interpretation of marks on the victim NICOLE 
SIMPSON’s back, which are depicted in the Q82 and Q83 photographs. 
You will be advised of the results of these continuing examinations 
upon their completion. The 082 and 083 photographs and 
enlargements are enclosed herewith. The 082 and 083 negatives have 
been personally returned to a representative of the Los Angeles 
Police Department.

The K35 and K36 shoes were provided by, UMA/BRUNO MAGLI and 
remained from the 1990-1992 distribution of these shoes in the United 
States. K35 is a "U.S. size 12" BRUNO MAGLI "LORENZO" style shoe with 
a "European size 46" "U 2887" sole. K36 is a "U.S. size 9 1/2" BRUNO 
MAGLI "LYON" style shoe with a "European size 42" "U 2887" sole. U.S.

The K35 and K36 shoes were provided by UMA/BRUNO MAGLI and 
remained from the 1990-1992 distribution of these shoes in the 
United States. K35 is a "U.S. size 12" BRUNO MAGLI "LORENZO" style 
shoe with a "European size 46" "U 2887" sole. K36 is a "U.S. size 
9 1/2" BRUNO MAGLI "LYON" style shoe with a "European size 42" "U 
2887" sole. U.S. sales of shoes having the "U 2887" sole design 
made by SILGA of Italy and distributed through UMA/BRUNO MAGLI were 
very limited. Total distribution of "U.S. size 12" shoes was only 
299 pairs comprised of 190 pairs of the "LORENZO" style, and 109 
pairs of the "LYON" style. 


The REEBOK shoes of ORENTHAL J. SIMPSON, K55/K56, are sized 
"US size 12 and European size 46 1/2." 


A partial impression оп the 0148 envelope corresponds with the 
"U 2887" sole design. The partial and otherwise limited nature of 
that impression precluded more detailed comparisons. 


Two areas of the lower front side of the legs of the Q102 
jeans contain at least two partial footwear impressions which may 
have been made by footwear with a "U 2887" sole design. In 
addition, one area of the front of the Q103 dress contains & 
partial heel impression which shares some similar features with the 
K28 left heel. Due to the limited nature of those impressions, 
more detailed comparisons were not made. 


А patterned injury on victim NICOLE SIMPSON’s back, depicted 
in the 082 and 083 photographs, contains features which have a 
general correspondence with some of the contour and general size 
features of the K28/K29 soles; however, there is insufficient 
detail present in that patterned injury to enable additional 
interpretation. 


Due to the limited detail and nature of the impression areas 
of the beige colored floor mat (item #33), also represented in the 
Q100, Q101 and Q173-Q201 photographs, a positive association could 
not made with the "U 2887" sole pattern. 


No examinations were conducted of the 0164-0169, 0170-0172, 
Q185/Q186 or Q202 photographs. 


None of the bloody footwear impressions on the sidewalk, 
depicted throughout the 048-077 and 0105 through 0147 photographs, 
were associated with the design of the K37 or K55/K56 footwear.

These soles were then taken the same day to the 
Calzaturificio "4С" factory where they were attached to BRUNO MAGLI 
uppers on the "4C" American size 12 lasts and made into a pair of 
BRUNO MAGLI shoes, American size 12. These shoes were built in an 
identical manner to and on the same size 12 lasts as the BRUNO 
MAGLI shoes of this design which had been previously manufactured 
by these same factories for shipment to UMA/BRUNO MAGLI and 
distribution in the United States.

It was also 
determined that only 296 pairs of those shoes were size 12. 

It should be noted that some of the 40 stores, marked 
"Closeout", received unsold shoes from other stores for 
reduced price sales. 


Investigation has also determined that 0.3. Simpson 
wears size 12 shoes, and that Nicole Brown Simpson did own 
Bruno Magli shoes. The Los Angeles Police Department has 
requested FBI assistance in an attempt to locate records and 
witnesses regarding the sale of the shoes in question to 


anyone, specifically to SIMPSON or his ex-wife Nicole Brown
